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THE CHARLESTON COTTON EXCHANGE. 


A Big Kow Over Chasees Against the Cotton 
Men. 

C#arteston, 8.C,, April 11.—[Special.J— 
Things are at sixes and sevens on the cotton 
exchange. The charges made at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature of a combination be 
tween stevedores and ship owners and wharf 
owners to set fire to cotton ships loading here, 
so as to get additional fees for salvage, wharf- 
age and commission seems to have led to the 
row. The exchange undertook to investigate 
the charges, and a great deal of testimony was 
taken but not-published. The report of the 
commissioners was to the effect that there was 
no truth in the charges,and the exchange in- 
dorsed the report but declined to publish the 
evidence. 

In the discussion that took place Mr. E. L. 
Wells, who made the charges, accused Mr. W. 
K. Steadm: an, another member with bei ing Im 
the ring. Ste 1dman lodged complaint w ith the 
directors against Wells, and dé on dan in- 
vestigation. While this investigation was in 
progress Wells put ina de murrer ¢ laiming that 
the exchange was working illegally, that its 
charter called for twelve directors, whereas 
only six had been elected. There was an all 
day fight, during which much documentary 
evidence was read. Finally it was agreed that 
the point was woill taken, and further proceed- 
ings were suspen ded until an amendment to 
the charter could be obtained. In the mean- 
time it was decided that the ev idence taken in 
the origina) charge be ‘‘filed’’ with a view to 
its publication.

Mary Evans Comes to Her Death Through 
a Bitten Thum). 

Avevsta, Ga., April 11.—[Special.|— Mary 
Evans, the necro woman who bit off Mary 
Moultrie’s ear last Friday, died this morning 
in Crawford’s alley. Thecase had been put in 
the hands of the law, and was to have been 
tried on yesterday, but was postponed on ac- 
count of the disabled condition of both 
parties. The combatants had made 
friends, and were desirous of having 
the matter settled. As this was 
impossible, the case was fixed fortwo weeks 
hence, to give the parties a chance to recover 
from the effects of their wounds. Mary Moul- 
tries’ ear was bitten completely off, and Mary 
Evans’ arm was badly swollen from a bite on 
her thumb given her by her opponent. Except 
for this swelling, she appeared entirely well 
yesterday evening, ard no idea of blood poison 
was entertained at all until she was found 
dead this morning at 4 o’clock at her home in 
Crawford’s alley. 

Your correspondent saw Mary Evans an 
hour after the scrimmage last week, and she 
was the picture of strength and vi itality. A 
brewwny black Amazon, able to hold her hand 
in arough and tumble fight with man or wo- 
man, and who gave promise of many years of 
hte.

FESSED DENIED, 


THE STATEMENT DENIED BY HIS WIFE 


And Father-in-Law, While the Brother Says 
He Has—A Forged Letter of Recommen- 
dation is Found in His Pocket. 


Strong Mowuntary, Ga,, April 11—{Special.] 
The excitement caused by the recent horri- 


ble murder in this place has about subsided, 
but the murder is still the general topic of 


conversation. 

There were rumors on the streets Monday to 
the effect that Reviere had madea confession 
to his father-in-law and had admitted the kill- 
ing ofthe dead man and said that he had 
it in self-defense. 

Your correspondent however, visited Mr. 
Nash at his plantation, which is about seven 
and a half miles from Stone Mountain, Mr, 
Nash had just come to the house from the 
field where he had been working, and after a 
cordial invitation to “light,” he was asked 
about Reviere, 

“He is all’ right I guess,’’ replied Mr. 
Nash, ‘I haven’t seen him since Monday and 
he was all right then,’’ 

‘‘How does he seem to like it in jail?” 

“Well, he doesn’t like very much to be by 
himself, but otherwise he is all right.’ 

‘Does he seem to haye many visitors?’ 

‘Well, yes; he seoms to havea good many; 
but he doesn’t talk to them much.”’ 

“Does he ever say anything about the 
killing ?”’ 

Here the old man looked up sharply and 
said: ‘‘I won’t say no; I won't say yes; 1 don’t 
know nothin’ and I don't waut to know, Il 
don't want to be no witness.”’ 

“What about that report circulated in 
Atlanta Tuesday evening saying that he had 
confessed ?”’ 

‘*‘I won’t say no nor nothin’ else. 
I don't want to be no witness.’ 

“They say in Stone Mountain that your son 
Tom told it and he says that you told him. Is 
that go 2”? 

“T don’t care who told it. They have told 
so many stories; some one says this and some 
one else says that, and some even tell me some 
things that they say I said that I never said, 
and I have just set my mind that I wouldn’t 
say nothin’ nor I wouldn’t know nothin’, be 
fore they had me sayin’ that I killed the man 
myself.”’ 

‘What about Tom saying that you told him 
all thia?’’ 

The old man closed his eyes, and spitting 
out a mouthful of tobacco juice. said: “I don’t 
know what Tom said and what he didn’t Say ; 
people around here tell too many tales for me 
to believe anything they say.’ 

“What about tl Lat confession that was 
printed last Tuesday ? 

‘*! didn’t see no confession. But,’’ looking 
around nervously, ‘‘I don’t say no; I don't say 
yes. I don’t know, an’ I don’t want to know, 
| tel] yo a I don ’t want to be ho Wwi tness.’ 

The old man said this as if he were repeat- 
ing a well taught lesson. He would seem 
about to say something, but would suddenly 
catch himself aud repeat this answer 

Seeing that nothing could be learned from 
th old man, Rey iere’s wife was Visited. 

Myrs. Reviere is, as has already been stated 
in Tue Constitvrion, azthandsome woman. 
As she came out of the honse she was asked: 

“What have you heard from Mr., Reyerie 
lately ?”’ 

‘Well, I haven’t heard since I was down 
there on Monday,’ she answered. ‘I don’t 
bear much, exiled as you might call it Peis. 
out here ten miles from nowiuere. Ihave here 
used to having some lady friends call ey ery day 
when I liv ed in Augusta, but out here I 
haven't seen @ paper or a stranger until you 
came.’ 

Then turning to a young 
stant ling by, she asked: 

“Can't you send me out some papers when 
you go back to town ?”’ 

rhe young man promised and remarked 
that there was a statement that Reviere had 

contessed. 

Mrs. Reviere’s face took 
she said:

asked ee correspondent. 

‘No, nota word, If he had confessed at all 
he weuld have said something tome wsbout it 
last Monday when I was with him. I don’t 
beliave a word of it. Why, he was too ten- 
der hearted to even hurt anybody, let alone 
kill him. When he was learning medicine in 
Augusta he would frequently faint when he 
was in the dissecting room, and I know he 
couldn't do this.”’ 

“Do you believe he had any hand in it?”’

He always treated me just as kind as he could 
and always gave me just whatever [ wanted, 
and was 8 kind to me th at I couldn’t believe 
wroug of | him if I tried.’

A NOTED ENGLISH MAN. o 
The Visit to Atlanta « of Henry Grattan 


Guinness. 

One of the greatest of English philanthra- 
pists is now in Atlanta, a guest at tha Spel- 
man seminary. 

This is Henry Grattan Guinness, founder 
and honorary director of the International 
Missionary institute. 

He is a typical Englishman of the solid sort 
—solid of body and solid of mind. His face is 
lighted up by a smile that smooths out the 
typical English, and makes him look the true, 
Christian-hearted philanthropist that he really 
is. There isa sort of simplicity and massive- 
ness about him that cover up detail and make 
him look like the pictures of Gladstone. 

NOT USED TO INTERVIEWING. 

“Now,” he said smiling, “I must explain 
that this interviewing is something we are pot 
used toin England. Itis altogether new ta 
me, and all I can dois to answer questions.”” 

‘How is your missionary work progressing ?”* 

“Finely,” he replied with some warmtl, 
“Finely. I have just come from Mexico, 
where we intend establishing a mission. The 
idea was to study the needs and every 
day life of the people before undertaking te 
establish a mission. Now I am on my 

fay to Boston, stopping along the route to 
study institutions like this that have been 
founded for the advancement of the negro. 

‘*There are cighty such institutions in this 
country, founded by the northern people at a 
cost of $40,000,000. In those schools there are 
young students and teachers well educated and 
well titted for the missionary work,’’ 

‘Then you are looking for missionaries ‘ 

“Yes, for people that are fitted and w illing 
to become missionaries. i have tound two in 
this school, and hero is a !etter from 
another.’’ 

‘What are their names ?”’ 

“Now,”’ gravely, “it could do no good ta 
mention those names, Then there are others 
besides those three.’ 

THE INTERNATIONAL MISSTONARY INSTITUTE. 

“What is the International Missionary In- 
stitute ?”’ 

‘It isa private enterprise for the education 
of those wishing to become missionaries. 
‘Liere are four colleges that all form the insti- 
tute. Three are situated in England, two of 
those being at Bow, London. The other is in 
Boston, Mass, The Boston sechoc! is just com- 
pleted, and Iam going there to sec it started 
out in the work,’’ 

‘“‘How many missionaries have the three 
schools together been sending out’?"’ 

‘About an average of one a week 

‘Do allof them goto Africa 

"Oh, no, through Africais one the most 
inviting fields. The negro, we believe, is of 
oue kind with us. ‘They are iners, jast as 
we are. Thev can become sainis. The bible 
don't say, ‘Go preach the gospel unto all the 
world cxcept Africa.’ It don’t say that. I 
says preach the gospel unto all nations. 

‘Tomorrow ten missionaries will sail from 
Rotterdam tothe Copge country Eight of 
that number are from my schools, and two are 
from this country. One of the two from the 
United States went from thisschool. That 
was Miss Nora Gor lon. 

“But Africa isn’t the only country- 

‘No. Some missionaries so to indi: a, some 
to China, some to the East and some to the 
West Indies. We think a great deal of China. 
I have a daughter there.”’ 

THK EDUCATION I8 PRACTICAL, 

“What is taught in your schools?” . 

“The education is as practicalas it can be 
made. Along with theology and the more 

ordinary branches of education goes the study 
of medicine and other practical sciences. We 
receive all denominations alike. ‘Freely ye 
have received, freely give.’ ”’ 

‘Are you member of parliament?” 

“Oh, no; that’s a layman's work.”’ 

“Did you graduate at Oxford?’ 

“Well, yes, I was college-bred. Now, that’s 
something we never do in England. It’s all 
very strange to me—this interviewing. In 
England——” 

‘Well, how do your papers ever get news?"* 

“An American would say that they don’t 
get the news at all. There is agreat differ- 
ence between the newspapers of this ountry 
and that. The newspapers of this country 
are notonso higha plane. They furnish sen- 
Ssational reading, and tel! ordin ry things ina 
sensational way. An American paper is fairly 
jumping and bristling with sensations. They 
pander to popular sotlnne, aud to the most 
excitable and unworthy elements of feeling. 
It is all a sort of--I’m about to use a harsh 
word—clap-trap. 

‘*The America you see in the newspaper fs 
altogether different from the one you see at 
home. ‘The American newspaper is nota good 
index of American character. 

“On the other hand, though, 
great many respects in which 

AMERICANS ARE PECULIARLY BLESSED, 

‘There is more sunshine here than there is in 
Europe. I love the newness, and freedom, 
aud roominess. I love the opportunities, it 
offers. If a man is worthy of success in thig 
country he is bound tosucceed. Itisn’t soin 
England. 

“TL have been amused often at the averages 
American’s idea of England. It is the great- 
est dominion on earth, governing upwards of 
250,000,000. We are accustomed to think of i¢ 
aS immewse, and it sounds odd to hear the 
American speak of it as a very small country. 

“Then we are moro republican tn form of 
government than you believe. We have a 
sovereign, to be sure, but she has no more to 
do with the government than I have. Once a 
year she reads a.speech that somebody else 
wrote, and that’s about all she has to do with 
the government. It’s as republican, in point 
of fact, as the vo nited States.’

Simmons, J.—1. A court of equity in this 
State has concurrent jurisdiction with the court 
Ofordinary for the purpose of distributing 
estates; and where a petition was addressed to 
the court of equity by an executrix of an estate 
and others interested in reminder, setting 
forth that the estate of testator was largely in- 
debted, and that it was necessary to sell a part 
thereof for the purpose of paying the debts, 
the court had jurisdiction to pass an order 
authorizing the executrix to sel] land men- 
tioned in the petition as proper to be sold for 
that purpose. Dean ys. Central Cotton Press 
Co., 64 Ga. 670, 

(a.) This is true, although the schedule at 
tached to the petition may have shown that 
part of the debts in question were debts of the 
life tenants instead of debts oj the estate; it 
appearing that at least a portion wy the indebt- 
edness was due by the estate. 

(b.) When an application of this sort is made 
tothe chancellor, the law presumes that he 
will make aproper investigation asto the 
truth of the allegations contained therein; and 
it does not appear from the record that such 
aninvestigation was not madein thiscase. If 
the chancellor did investigate and ascertained 
that at least a portion of the indebtedness was 
due by the estate and if he had the proper par- 
ties before him, his judgment directing the 
sale is not void and cannot be attacked collat- 
erally. Code, §5593, 

2. A contingent remainder is an estate, 
under the code, $§2262-5; and minors inter- 
ested as contingent remaindermen having been 
named as petitioners, and being represented 
by their next friend who joined in the  peti- 
tion for the sale of the property, thus became 
parties, and are bound by the decree. Code, 
§$4221, 4229, 

(a) As soon as the application was presented 
to the chancellor, and it was disclosed that the 
estate of infants was involved, such infants 
became his wards in chancery, and he obtained 
power and jurisdiction over their persons and 
property. Sharp vs. Findley, 71 Ga. 665; 3 
Pomeroy eq. jur. §1305, notes. 

3. It sufficiently appears from the evidence 
that the decree for thé sale of the land was 
passed in term time and not at chambers. 

4. Failure to file the petition thirty days be- 
fore the term at which the decree was granted 
(the law at that time requiring bills to be so 
filed), was at most nothing more than irregu- 
larity, and would not have made the decree 
entered thereon void; but the petition 
an ex parte one, it w as necessary to file it any 
ae of days before the court. Code, § 4291.

VISIT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSON- 
FERS TU THE ALMSHOUSE, 


Ten Conts Per Capita is the Daily Charge of Sup- 
porting HMaif a Huudred Unfortunates—Neat- 
ness and Cleanliness, Comfortable Lodging and 
an Abundance of Food—How the Institution 
is Conducted. 


‘Boys, take care of yourselves,’’ said Colo: 
no) Adair, as three carriages were emptied of 
their occupants on the lawn in front of Fulton 
county almshouse yesterday. 

The boys took care of themselves. 

The guests of the commissioners were Mr. 
Sam Inman, Mr. H. W. Grady and Governor 
Gordon and Mayor Glenn were invited,but were 
unable to attend. Judge W. L. Calhoun, with 
Colonel George W, Adair, chairman of the 
commission; Mr. C, W. Hunnicutt, chairman 
of the almshouse committee; Dr. Henry lL. 
Wilson, Colonel W. J. Garrett, Major M. C. 
Kiser, Mr. John Tyler Cooper, secretary, and 
a@ CONSTITUTION representative made up the 
party. 

The occasion was the annual visit of the 
commissioners to the almshouso, and they 


caise unheralded 

But Dr. Hope, the superintendent, was not 
taken by surprise. His work in the institution 
is so well systematized that it would be impos- 
sible to take him by surprise. 

THE BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

The county owns 320 acres of fine land out 
there seven miles from the city, and there is 4 
goodly number of acres in a high state of cul- 
tivation. The remainder is weli wooded. 

Dr. Hope, ‘under the direciion of Colonel 
Adair, who has been chairman of the alms- 
house committee for four years, has done a 
vast amount of improvement. The woods be- 
tween the white and colored quarters are be- 
ing trimmed and laid off into a spacious park 
which grows in beauty every year, 

A whitewashed fence encloses a large lawn, 
in the midst of which, on a commanding emi- 
neuce, stands an $8,000 brick structure, where 
the white inmates are cared for. 

On the corner stone appears the ss of erec- 
tion 1585, with the names of L. P. Grant, chair- 
man; ©, W. Hunnicutt, Anthony Murphy, Ww, 
P. Inman, W. A. Moore. John T. Cooper, sec- 
retary; Bruce & Morgan architects.

accommodations for all the inmates. 
COMFORT AND CLEANLINESS. 

The first thing that strikes the visitor is the 
comfortable appearance of the apartments. 
The rooms are lighted and ventilated, and 
constructed so as to be cool in summer and 
well warmed in winter. 

The floors, walls, ceilings, everything from 
top to bottom, are scrupulously neat and clean. 
The bedding is clean and comfortable, and the 
accommodations are better than are found in 
many an Atlanta home, 

A tower, filled by horse power, furnishes 
ample water, and the out-buildings are all well 
arranged. The kitchen and diningroom are well 
arranged, and the food is bountiful, 

Except the simple name of the thing, noone 
could object to the fare and lodging at the 
almshouse. There are thirty-two inmates of 
the home at present. 

HOW If 1S SUPPORTED. 

Less than ten cents a day per capita is the 
smallsum required to support the inmates, in- 
cluding salaries and hired labor. 

Last year there were 450 
potatoes, 455 bushels of corn, 1,800 pounds 
of bacon, the pigs being fed off the slop g 
and refuse; quantities of milk, butter, chiek- 
ens and eggs, amply sufficient to supply the 
institution. 

Mules and cows, hogs and poultry are kept 
as on any well regulated farm. 

Dr. Hope sowed the lawnin orchard and 
biue grass on the snow, and has seoured a 
beautiful stand. The park will also be sown 
in grass, and will add to the beauty of, as weil 
as the revenue from the grounds. 

THE COLORED QUARTERS. 

Six neat, new, double cottages have been 
erected at a cost of $250 cach, for the colored 
inmates, There are fifteen of these well] 
housed and well fed, better than many of the 
negroes in Atlanta. 

Lhis department is abort half a mile from 
the main building; and just beyond is a cosy 
white building whero the eight unfortunate 
imbeciles are kindly cared for by the matron, 
Mrs. Gallagher, whose good taste and inde- 
fatigable industry is shown in the cloan, sweet 
smelling rooms, aud the orderly appearance of 
everything there. 

Some distance away isthe chaingang stock- 
ade, Where white female convicts are sent 
that they may not be put upon the public 
roads. 

These women work the grounds and help to 
support the institution. Among these nine 
convicts are two women from Habersham 

county, who are said to be among the best 
tie rson the force, 

The only hired laborer is a gardener, who is 
paid $25 per month, and the gardens produce 
an abundance of vege tables of all kinds, 
bountiful for the needs of the almshouse. 

AN ELEGANT LUNCH, 

At one o'cloc k the visitors sat down to an 
elegant lunch in the dining room of the super- 
intendent’s apartments, and the jests and sto- 
ries that gave a relish to that meal would fill 
volumes. 

Colonel! Adair was master of ceramonies and 
acquitted himself in royal style, to the delight 
of his associates whose appreciation of his ef 
forts to entertain were only equalied by the

OBITUARY, 


“God's finger touched him and he slept.” 

At four o’clock onthe morning of March 26th, 
1889, Dr. M. D. Sanders, of Smithville, Ga., died at 
hisown residence, surrounded by relatives and 
sympathising friends, His remains were interred 
in Oak Grove cemetery today at 10 a. m., 

Deceased was born in Jackson county, Ga., about 
sixty years ago, aud received a liberal and polished 
education, which he afterwards utilizea in gather- 
ing a geneous stock of useful and varied informa- 
tion. This was ever afterwards the property of his 
friends for the asking. Having chosen medicine as 
his lifetime avocation, he bent all the energies of a 
bright mind and an enthusiastic will to the accom- 
pifshment of tbe single purpose of being no laggard 
inthe race. After graduating with credit at tho 
medical college in Augusta, Ga., he practiced his 
profession fora short time near his former home, 
and, about thirty years ago, moved to southwest 
Georgia, where he spent the remainder of his days 
in the arduous endeavorto relieve “the ills that 
flesh is heir to.’’ His thousands of patrons can at~ 
test how well he kept abreast with the advance- 
ment in his profession. Asa practitioner, he was 
a marked success, Careful, cautious, conscientious, 
honest, devoted, faitiful—those who knew him 
well feltno fearin entrusting their cases to his 
hands, Asabhurse, he was kind, tender, patient 
aud untiring. The writer gratefully acknowledges 
a weight of obligation tothe doctor and his lovely 
Christian relict for their tender solicitude and 
gratuitous ministrations around the dying bed of a 
mother, which he nor his have ever been able to 
requite; but while the weight of obligation is far 
more pieasant than onerous, he would gladly check 
on the boundless stores of eternal love to pay the 
debt we owe.

As a con- 
8-quence of this union. he assumed both the pater- 
nal and legal guardianship of Miss kannie Scar~ 
borough, the fatherless daughter of his wife, The 
reciprocal paternal and filial devotion that at once 
sprang up between the guardian and ward, so sud- 
denly brought togetherin this intimate relationship, 
was pleasing to witness. This bond of love survived 
ail else than death, and we tecl assured that this 
fell destroyer simply snapped the mortal cord, leay- 
ing the spiritual! to attain its full fruition in eternity, 

Miss Fannie subsequently married Colonel C. C, 
Sanders, of Gainesvilie, Ga., a brother cf her step- 
father. Thus southwest Georgia lost one of its 
loveliest and most attract've daughters, while Mrs; 
Sanders carly became not only one of the most 
xilliant stars in the most.reflued and cultivated 
society of her adopted home, buta joy to the home 
circle and a bright and shining light to the Baptist 
church of that place. After a lapse of many years, 
the same is truo today, while Colonel Sanders and 
his brother Miniard wieid a powerinthe mercan- 
tile and financial marts of Gainesville, the gem cily 
of the Piedmont region.
